- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the Territorial Army Act , 1948 (56 of 1948 ) , the Central Govern 
ment hereby makes the following further amendments in the Territorial Army 
Rules, 1948, namely : 

In the said Rules : 
(1 ) In rule 19 

( a ) in clause ( b ) , after the words " Every member of an urban unit ” , the 
words " other than Rallway Engineers unit or Signal (Post and Telegraph ) unit" 
shall be inserted ; 

(b ) clauses ( c ) and ( a ) shall be re - lettered as clauses ( d ) and ( e ) res 
pectively and before clause ( d ) as so re - lettered , the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely : 
" ( c ) Every member of a Railway Engineers unit or Signal ( Post and 

Telegraph ) unit , shall be liable , for the purpose of undergoing 
recruit training, to be embodied under the orders of the Officer Com 
manding the Area in which the unit is located , for a period of 30 

days during the first year of service ." 
( 2 ) In sub rule ( 1 ) of rule 20 — 

( a ) In clause (b ) , after the words " urban unit" , the words " other than 
Railway Engineers unit or Signal (Post and Telegraph ) unit" shall be inserted ; 

(b ) clauses (c ) , ( d ), ( e ) and ( f) shall be re -lettered as clauses ( d ) , ( e ) , 
( f ) and ( 8 ) respectively , and before clause ( d ) as so re lettered , the following 
clause shall be inserted , namely :-- 
" ( c ) Every member of a Railway Engineers unit or Signal ( Post and 

Telegraph ) unit shall be liable for the purpose of undergoing annual 
training, to be embodied under the orders of the Officer Command 
ing thc Area in which the unit is located , for a period of 50 days 

in a year during the second and subsequent years of service ." 
( 3 ) In clause ( li) of sub rule ( a ) of rule 23 for the word officers 
substitute the word students . 

( 4 ) In Schedule II, under the heading Modification of the Army Act , 1950 : 
( a ) for item 2 the following item shall be substituted , namely : - - 
" 2 . In clauses ( a ) and ( b ) of section 80 , for the words " twenty -eight 
days " , the words " ten days shall be substituted." 
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( b ) for Item 4 the following item shall be substituted , namely : 
" 4 . Sections 69, 70 , 75 , 78 , 78 , clausę (j) of section 80, sections 98 and 106 

shall be omitted ." 
( 5 ) In Schedule II - A , under the heading " Modification of the Army Act, 
1950, in so far as it is capable of application to females " , for item 3 the following 
item shall be substituted , namely : -- - 

“ 3 . Clauses ( a ), (b ) , ( c ) and ( d ) of section 80 shall be omitted ."
